India had been conquered by the Aryan 
race. China was à great Mongol kingdom. Europe lay. 
in barbarism—probably in the later Bronze Age, Assyria 
‘had thrown off the rule of the Babylonian Mongols, founded 
the ¢ities of Asshur and Calneh, carried on campaign after 
campaign agaiüst the Hittites, and by conquering Babylon 
itself had become the ruler of the.
